An increase of 1.3 per cent is shown 
over the previous year with the re­ 
turn on capital invested in agricul­ 
ture placed at 4.6 per cent while the 
year 1924 showed only 3*1 per cent. 
Prof. Duncan declares that the re­ 
turn represented interest on the in­ 
vestment and payment for manager 
ial services of farmers. 
It was the 
net income, said Professor Duncan, 
that remained after providing for 
of>erating expenses and property tax 
es and making an allowance for the 
unpaid labor of the fawner and his 
family at hired labor rates.

P. O. Davis of the Extension service 
regarding the co-operative business 
in Alabama during the year past. 
Auburn, Ala., August 4.—Special. 
—For the first time in history, farin 
ers of Alabama did business on the

These figures are for the period 
during which co-operation has been 
practiced in Alabama on

farm ers in different localities have 
bought fertilizer and seeds and sold 
their products on this plan.

Ala., Aug. 5—The 
United States government is prepared 
to spend $33,800.00 on forestry work 
in the state of Alabama, if the state 
will contribute as equal amotmt, it 
was pronounced at the offices of the 
State Commission of forestry by Col. 
Page S. Bunker today. 
The commission regards this allot­ 
ment as a favorable indication of the 
progress of forestry work in the state 
and plans to match the sum offered 
by the government in order to develop 
public forestry as rapidly as circum­ 
stances will permit. This work is pro­ 
gressing very nicely at the present 
time and it is the aim of the com­ 
mission to make greater strides in the 
future. 
In announcing the federal appro­ 
priation, Col. Bunker said; 
“Alabama is one of the few states 
entitled to the maximum allotment of 
federal funds. 
The commission 
of 
forestry is planning to«match the fed­ 
eral allotment, subject to the practi­ 
cal development of #its work, which 
was organized but little over a year 
ago. The commission however will not 
spend state money merely for the pur­ 
pose of semiring additional 
federal 
funds; the policy is to develop public 
forestry as rapidly as circumstances 
may perm it 
Thus far the progress 
made has been very satisfactory, but 
it will require several years before the 
satire forest area of the state can be 
covered. 1 ^ * r ~ 
"Inquiry hi sometimes made as to 
the reason for federal cooperation in 
the development of forestry within the 
various stdtes. It will bé recalled that 
many of the states produce practical­ 
ly no first growth; hut nevertheless 
are large consumers of forest products 
The only way in which these states 
can contribute t‘d the restoration and 
perpetuation of the forest resources 
of the country is through the federal 
government The prairie states thus 
bear their pro rata share of the ex­ 
penses of forestry development, al­ 
though the timber growing 
states
